The New York ¡¡nlle'ir has begun a 
crusa !e against the m ining stock m arket 
in th at city, and, as usual in such cases, 
Fets out wish a telling exhibit of the 
imm ense difference betw een the value of 
th e various properties and th eir selling 
prices and capitalized showings. 
N othing 
is easier than this kind of exploitation. 
I t has been done in this S tate s i often ami 


*0 thoroughly th a t if there was any logic 
in th e case the whole stock speculation 
business ought to have been blown to flin­ 
ders years ago. 
But somehow these crush­ 
ing tables of figures never produce the ef­ 
fects anticipated from them . 
The public 
perhaps read them , and perhaps do not. 
I f they appear on a falling m arket they 
may tend to increase the depression, but if 
they appear on a rising m arket they are 
sim ply ignored. 
W hen th e people who 
gam ble have lost ail th eir money it is ver}' 
ca y to persuade them th a t they were 


The R epublican S tate C om m ittee of A a- 
bam a has issued a statem ent show ing the 
nature and extent of 
the frauds prac­ 
ticed by the Dem ocrats at the recent elec­ 
tion in th a t State. 
I t is a docum ent cal­ 
' eulated to carry conviction to th e m ost 
prejudiced minds, for it is in th e main a 
recitation of specific and thoroughly a t­ 
tested instances of the m ost open and 
glaring fraud.

W hen the polls closed a t 5 
o’clock, th e Republican inspector, a colored 
m an, dem anded th a t the votes should be 
counted im m ediately, as the law directed. 
The D em ocratic inspectors, however, con­ 
tinued to m ake excuses and to delay action 
until f> o'clock, when a m ilitary com pany 
from M ontgom ery was m arched on the 
ground. 
T he tru th w as th a t th e Demo­ 
crats, know ing th a t th e villainy they in ­ 
tended could not he given a plausible ap­ 
pearance, and fearing the ju st anger of the 
voters th ey were about to disfranchise,

M oreno’s 
appointm ent, and it is said th a t the angry 
residents gave th e ex-M inister notice to 
q u it as soon as he could conveniently do 
so. 
The Opium bill, and another law 
called the Free Rum bill, both of which 
it is claimed would have given m ischievous 
monopolies to the Chinese, have failed to 
become operative, b u t th e Legislature did 
actually vote th e Chinese steam er line a 
subsidy of 824,000 for one year, and it is 
believed th a t th is will prove to have been 
a great m istake. 
A m arked apprehension 
of Chinese th rift and enterprise evidently 
exists a t H aw aii, and not w ithout reason. 
The indolent islanders are no m atch for 
th e indom itable M ongolians, and if they 
are to 
be 
k ep t from 
perishing th ey 
m ust certainly be protected against so 
form idable a com petition. 
The defeat of 
the Opium bill appears to be fortunate for 
thi3 State, for th e Chinese of H ongkong 
contem plated the transfer of the m anu­ 
facture of th a t d ra g to the 
Sandw ich 
Islands, 
and 
would 
have 
been 
able 
from so convenient a point to have en­ 
gaged in wholesale sm uggling operations. 
M r. Celsus Caisar Moreno certainly created 
a rem arkable sensation in a very short 
space of tim e, and though he has not taken 
m uch by his bold diplom acy in the loDg 
run, it is clear th a t he m ust have succeeded 
in w inning the conlidence of a great many 
people before he could have done w hat he 
did. 
As a professional adventurer, which 
¡3 w hat he appears to be, it m ust be ad­ 
m itted th a t he flies at.high game, and th a t 
he is not likely to lose any good thing in 
sight for the lack of effrontery and persist­ 
ence. 
As it is he has failed rath er dis­ 
m ally, but w ith a little more tact and 
subtlety such qualilications as he possesses 
m ight easily have landed him in clover, 
and even have im pressed upon a simple 
w orld th e conviction of his greatness. 
I n ­ 
deed Mr. Celsus Ciesar M oreno does not 
even now appear so absurdly as did Lcuis 
Napoleon after the Strasburg fiasco ; and 
y et when Louis Napoleon had sw ept the 
streets of Paris w ith his m usketry a few 
years later, very few ventured to laugh, 
and nobody thought him ridiculous any 
more for eighteen years.

was frightened, and begged him to stop.

ran and raisod her head, and saw that she was 
gasping for breath. I took her poor face in my 
lap and held her till she died. 
Kiinck was 
thoroughly scared. 
H e brought whisky and 
tried to get her to drink, and bathed her 
head ; but she did not w ant to recover.

then threatened me if

He then carried her in and laid her on a bed 
up stairs.

S o u n d R e a so n s 
f o r C lo sin g E a r ly. — 
The closing of our stores at 7 o’clock P. si. 
has given rise to some speculation as to 
onr motive for so doing. 
Believing that the 
public are entitled to an explanation, and also 
believing that by this publication we may give 
our thoughts and experiences to others—to 
whom they may lie of benefit—we shall pro­ 
ceed. Belore doing so, however, we wish to 
refute the erroneous opinions aud speculations 
of interested and disinterested persons, as it 
will enable us to make ourselves more clearly 
understood. 
In the first place, economy in 
gas bills has been put forth as a motive. We 
shall have no difficulty in proving this sup­ 
position to be without foundation. 
For argu­ 
ment’s sake, let us say that our gas bill amounts 
to 8250 per month, which sum is nearly double 
the real cost. 
If we were to keep open until 
say 8 o’elock p. M., we should burn gas on au 
average three hours per night. 
Multiplying 
this amount by twenty-six (the number of 
business days in a month), and we find that 
we would in the course of a month burn gas 
f ir seventy-eight hours. 
By dividing $250 
by 78, we ascertain that the cost is a 
fraction over S3 20 per hour; but, as we 
stated before, this is nearly double the real 
average cost. To show clearly that there is 
no truth in the assertion that we close our 
stores because we would Rave on gas bill, we 
shall continue: Divide the $3 20 between 
the five stores, and the result is 64 cents to 
each store per hour. 
Therefore, it is not 
more than the cost of lighting any other first- 
class retail store in the city. 
Now, does it 
pay the others to keep open ? It certainly 
does, else they would close. 
We believe that 
it is scarcely necessary for us to demonstrate 
that if it pays other stores, which scarcely 
have more than a customer or so in them be­ 
tween the hours of 7 and 8, that it would 
pay us, especially when our stores are 
visited by many jieople at almost all hours. 
From statistics taken during 1879, we ascer­ 
tain that in an ordinary week, when trade 
was quiet, our sales between 7 and 8 o’clock 
p. m . averaged $100 per night, omitting 
Saturdays, making $500 per week ; $2,000 
per month ; or $24,000 per year. 
Now, were 
we to strike an average this year, and take 
into consideration the better facilities, larger 
space, increased stock and increased trade, 
and not forgotting to take into consideration 
the busy season, we repeat that taking all 
these facts into consideration, the result would 
perhaps exceed the amount given to a con­ 
siderable extent; thus showing that our gas 
bills have no bearing whatever upon this 
subject. The second assertion is, “ that we 
close because we want the sympathy of the 
people—es]>ecially the workingmen, because 
we wish to toady to their ideas of concession 
to labor, etc.” To this we reply that we, aH 
business men, study and aim to understand 
the laws governing trade, we know that 
dealing justly aud giving the best value for 
the money is a more profitable article than 
pure sympathy. 
We admit, however, that 
the latter has some value, but only when 
combined with justice and best value. 
By 
itself it is almost useless, hence we conld not 
profit by it alone. 
Now, 
as for 
the 
toadying to workingmen, we shall prove 
that to be false. 
We toady to no one. 
We say to the workingman : 
We will give 
you full value for the money ; in fact, the 
beit value that your money can purchase. 
We shall import your necessities direct from 
the manufacturers, and will save you the ex­ 
pense of paying profits to several middlemen. 
We shall have but one measure, one weight, 
and one price for you all. 
We shall protect 
your interests by establishing a just value, 
and a just price, not alone in our t tore, and 
in our city, but throughout the entire I’aeifie 
coast. 
Y'ou shall no longer suffer robbery, 
extortion or swindling; 
your hard-earned 
money shall be of more benefit to you than 
formerly, but you must come before 7 o'clock, 
or you will find our stores closed. The toad­ 
ies are those small, picayune dealers, who 
will keep their stores open for you until late 
in the night; in fact, who scarcely have a 
day for themselves ; who will perhaps open 
shop for you as readily as a bunko dealer ; 
who are ready for a deal at any hour of the day 
or night. But, says the laborer, how can I 
buy of you'! You open your store at 7 A. M.; 
at that time I am already at work. 
A t noou 
I have no time to spare. 
In the even­ 
ing, before 
I 
can get ready 
to 
go 
down 
to 
your store, you 
are closed. 
This argument looks plausible, but is not con­ 
clusive ; because, first, our system of doing 
business is such that you can purchase a suit 
of clothes, boots or shoes, dry goods, in fact 
everything which you may need, in a com­ 
paratively short space of time. You have only 
to seiect wliat you want, pay for it, and the 
transaction is finished. 
You need waste no 
time in bargaining or beating down of price ; 
that will be of no avail, 
lienee, as trading 
at our house means bnt selection and pay­ 
ment, you can readily select what you want 
in a much shorter time at onr house, than you 
can in a house given to bargaining. The 
surest guarantee that you have, that it is for 
our interest to do what vve claim, is the fact 
that were we to do otherwise in such a small 
community 
as 
Sacramento, 
a house of 
our extent would be bankrupt in a month ; 
whereas a small concern might do the opposite 
for years. Now, since 
we have shown 
clearly that you can obtain your supplies 
in a very short space of time, 
we be­ 
lieve that 
yon 
can 
readily find time 
without much 
lo’s or annoyance. 
Be­ 
sides, don’t forget that even though it is 
not so convenient, you are helping to eman­ 
cipate a fellow workman from an unnecessary 
hour’s work : but apart from that it shall be 
our business to give yon such good value for 
your money that you will find it not only 
convenient, but of substantial interest to 
come to our stores before 7 r. m., and should 
it be impossible for you to come during the 
first five days of the week, yon can come 
Saturday night, when wo keep open until 10 
p. M. ; besides, we keep open on pay days at 
the railroad shops, aud at holiday times. 
Now if it is possible for workingmen (whose 
spare time is limited) te obtain their necessi­ 
ties at onr house, then it is as easy and per­ 
haps easier for those who have more leisure. 
But are not the ladies put to considerable 
inconvenience? We answer no, not a parti­ 
cle ; 
for from the first day, 
January 
2, 1880—when 
our 
atores 
were closed 
at 7 p. it.—they were heartily in favor 
of 
it, 
even those who were at first 
disappointed at having found.’our stores closed 
at 7 i’. m. 
When informed of our reasons for 
doing so they were in favor of our actions. 
That this is a fact is beyond dispute; for 
our increased sales show clearly that the early

closing movement inansrnrated by us is a suc­ 
cess. 
We shall now yive our reasons why we 
close, and intend to continue to close our j 
stores at 7 P. M 
In doing so it is necessary 
for us to relate some of our personal expe­ 
riences. 
One of the firm began to earn his 
living at an early age at the bench in Attle­ 
boro, Mass., and received pay at the rate of 
six cents per hour. 
In order to assist his 
relative?, who were |>oor, he worked over 
hours. 
The chances are perhaps one in 
ten thousand, of 
evtr attaining a higher 
position 
than 
that 
of 
a 
poor fac­ 
tory hand, uilfefss the boy has a desire and 
a chance for study ; this he experienced even 
then. ^ Harness a boy to a trade or bu>in^ss 
that gives him no time for recreation or 
study,and you warp his mind, stunt his intel­ 
lect, kili his spirit and energy, and in a few 
years he becomes a human machine, fit only to 
perrorin the routine work like a mule or hcr^e, 
and such is really the case with the working 
people of Europe. The other partner had 
even a worse experience; he was brought up 
as a clerk in a retail store : where the rule 
was early to work, and keep on working un­ 
til near midnight. A time for rest was only 
given because it was absolutely necessary in 
order to sustain life. 
By some fortunate cir­ 
cumstances these conditions ot slavish servi­ 
tude were changed aqd opportunities were 
given under more favorable conditions of 
shortened hours for labor, so that more time 
was available for study and improvement. 
W e owe our success in life to the shortened 
hours of labor, and applying those hours to 
the improvement and cultivation of our 
minds, hence we were determined to close 
our business at such an hour that would give 


o u t employes these chance*, and we s e e 
that it is appreciated, and in time is bound to 
result favorably to them. Some may say, Why 
did you not do this before, seeing that you knew 
it to be a n<.ce*tarv good ? We answer that 
the fact became more clear and apparent a.s 
we gained practical experience. 
We feel 
sure now that we ere right, and propose to 
continue steadfast in our belief. Further­ 
more, we shall feel even more happy when 
we shall be able to announce that we will 
close at 6 P. m , which we trust may not be 
a long time from now. One of the young inen 
in our employ aptly illustrated the correct­ 
ness of our movement; said he, “ W h e n we 
used to close late in the evening, I was tired 
and worn out; nearly all of my existence was 
spent in either the store, or in sleeping. 
I 
had but a very limited time to myself—and 
that time being too hhort for study, and out 
of the hours euitable for social communion. 
My whole life wss a blank. 
W hat wonder, 
then, that I spent the little time I hail at 
saloons? 
But row" he says, “ I feel like 
another man. 
There is no longer any neces­ 
sity for me to hangaround disreputable places. 
I can find much better places to spend my 
time ; I can now enjoy the privileges of a 
man, and am no longer living the life of a 
slave. 
I can visit people who are desirable 
associates ; I have ample time for study or 
recreation.” ¿So farforsingle men; now a word 
for the married. 
No better illustration can 
be given than that reported of a child in New 
York. 
The father, being a- clerk in a retail 
store, was obliged to he there from very early 
in the morning u tt:l late in the night. When 
he left home for work his child was usually 
asleep ; when he returned at night it was also 
asleep, consequently the poor child saw but 
little of it* father. 
One day, upon observing 
its playfellow, who was a neighbor, sitting 
upon the lap of its father, it came running to 
its mother, and with a trembling voice said: 
“ Mamma, why don't papa play with me like 
other papas play with their children ? Why 
don’t papa come home at all? Don’t he love 
me?” How these poor creatures starve—-not 
for bread, but for the love of their parents. 
W hat is the result? In a few years the time 
passes when affection,, love, truth and virtue 
can be surely inculcated. 
The father is ab­ 
sent, and unless the wife can take the place 
<<f both father and mother, then (lod help 
the poor child. 
But are not the milkmen, 
butchers, the bakers, the editors, the printers, 
in the same situation ? True, but not one of 
these but deserves our sympathy. 
We sin­ 
cerely trust the time may come when even 
they will find relief; we do not know 
enough of their business to offer or even sug­ 
gest a remedy, hut in our case it is different. 
It was in our power. 
We saw the evil and 
applied the remedy. 
The object of writing 
thi* article was not altogether a selfish one ; 
besides the reasons already stated, there Í3 
one which must not he overlooked. This 
article may be shown by the clerks of other 
cities 
to 
their 
employers, 
who 
may 
after 
reflection 
see 
this 
question 
as 
we do, coming as it 
from employers who 
have in their employ over one hundred and 
twenty7 people; who do not clone eaily be­ 
cause they have for *:»le camel's hair shawls 
and 
seal-'.kin 
clonks. 
No ; 
our stores 
are situated in 
the 
heart of the city, 
and comprise, first, a dry and fancy goods 
.-tore ; second, a clothing anil furnishing 
goods store ; third, a boys’ clothing store ; 
fourth, a hat aud millinery store ; fifth, a 
boot and shoe store. 
We carry such goods 
a* are required and are bought by all classes 
of people, and no one in Sacramento can 
deny the fact that our stores were crowded 
densely with customers night after night while 
we had our stores open. But now, since we are 
right, we shall continue to persevere in our 
course, no matter what the cost may he.
